Not only does the 
new service effect a saving in opera- 
ting expenses, but it increases the 
traffic and enlarges the carrying ca- 
pacity of the road. This, he said, was 
one oi the principal requirements for 
this p<rticular section of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad.

Line of the Pennsylvania Railroad by 
Mr. Ernest R. Hill, consulting elec- 
trical engineer of New York City, 
whose firm had charge of the work. 

According to the new schedule, in 
general, the "15 and 45 minutes after 
the hour" leaving time from Philadel- 
phia will practically be continued. 

The "29 and 59 minutes after the 
hour" leaving time from Narberth will 
be maintained up to and including the 
9.29 A. M. train, following which it 
will be "18 and 48 minutes after the 
hour" up to and including the 6.4S 
P. M. train. The schedule will then 
go back to the "29 and 59 minutes 
after the hour" leaving time with the 
6.59 P. M. train. 

Electric trains will run on an 
eighteen minute schedule from Phila- 
delphia to Narberth, and on a sixteen 
minute schedule from here to Phila- 
delphia. 

At the present time on week days 
there are 36 inbound and 34 outbound 
trains between Narberth and Philadel- 
phia. Under the new schedule there 
will be 40 inbound and 36 outbound 
trains. This will mean an increase of

By Act passed May 14, 1915, the Leg- 
islature has adopted a complete sysr 
tern of government for boroughs by 
revising, amending and consolidating 
all prior laws on the subject and mak- 
ing such changes as were deemed 
proper and advisable. In view of the 
fact that the laws governing boroughs 
have heretofore been expressed in a 
large number of acts passed at vari- 
ous times, the subject has been in a 
more or less state of confusion, and 
the present codification will, no doubt, 
be welcomed by all who have occasion 
to refer to the subject. 

The Act is divided into twelve chap- 
ters, with the following headings: 

1. Preliminary Provisions. 

2. Creation — Charters. 

3. Change of Limits— Boundaries — 
Wards. 

4. Adjustment of Indebtedness. 
General Powers. 
Special Powers- 
Government. 

Election — Vacancies in Office. 
Parks— Shade Trees— Forests. 

Libraries. 

Burial Grounds. 

Enforcement of Ordinances — 
Actions By and Against Boroughs. 

These various chapters are sub-di- 
vided into articles and sections in a 
manner which makes the Act conveni- 
ent, for reference, ^thirteenth chap- 
ter contains a list of acts repealed, 
and also a separate list of acts re- 
pealed in part in so far as they relate 
to assessors, constables, elections, 
justices of the peace, overseers of the 
poor, school directors and taxation. A 
third list is given, specifying acts 
which relate to other municipalities, 
and which are repealed only in so far 
as they relate to boroughs. The Act 
also contains a general clause, which 
repeals all arls or parts of acts incon- 
sistent with and pertaining to the sub- 
ject matter covered by it, the intention 
being to furnish a complete and con- 
clusive system for the government and 
regulation of boroughs.
